My Longs: 
Am commanded by the Knights, Citizens 
211 and Burgeiles of the Commons Houſeyro 0 
preſent your. Lardſhips with a-Petition: 
now delivered into their RR by divers poor 
Tradeſ-men inand about the Citie ot London, 
containing in the ſame the great wagtand necef- 
ſitie they and their families are fallen -into, 
through the decay of trading." The meats and 
cauſes that have produced this decay, and the re- 
medies to prevent further miſcrie, and revive tra- 
ding : My Lords,it isa common obſerva: !ton;ar.d 
the experience of former Ages hath Mage it ma- 
nifeſt, that when the ſword of warre is nyſhea- 
thed, famine followes, the greateft deſtruction 
ot all Common-wealths and Kingdomes, wit- 
neſk the miſerable cahamities and 'truubles that 
have of late  yeares befallen upon 7raly ard Ger-

- many, If wee call to minde ancient Hiſtories 
mentioning the fatall deſtrution of che 'Ea- 
ſterne Empires, wee ſhall finde thar the firſt 
{tep to gheir defolation ,, hath beeme domeſtick 
aiffention, and home-bred mutinies , upon 
which hath followed Nationall warres, and che 
effects of all hath beene famine and peſtilence, 
which hath given a full period co the utter con- 
fuſion of thoſe Kingdomes. If wee pry and 
ſearch into the ancient Hiſtories of 1#d/y and 
Rome , wee ſhall finde the onely deftrution boch 
of that Kingdome and Cirie , hath happe- 
ned onely by theſe occafions, the pride and abi- 
tion of the Popes and Biſhops of tharSee, uſur- 
ping authoricy to themſelves over the Chur- 
ches in the Eaſt , produced the warres be- 
eweene the Eaſt Vandalls- and the Romans, 
berweene the Eaft and Weſt Gothes, and the 
Italians, which was the ntter deſolartton of rhe 
 Ciry of Rome. |

Theſe Princes by the ſword and fire,executed 
the juſt judgements of God vpon proud and 
wicked Rome; the originall wherecfwas occafi- 
oned by the impurity and uncleannefle of the 
Clergy: and what terrible Famines and grievous 
; peftilencies followed theſe warres, is likewiſe 
coo manifeſt by Hiſtory ; whereas in the begin- 
ning when Rowe firſt began to lift up her head 
againſt Gods true Religion and his anointed 
Servants, Kings and Emperoars, ſhe bad been 
daſhed and ſupprefied, all choſe blondy and 
long warres procured by the Biſhops thereof in 
all parts of the Chriſtian world had bin preven- 
' tedand avoyded. 

My Lords, I have ſpoken this onely to re- 
| member your Lordſhips of the-miſeries and ca- 
{a micies that have hapned unto thoſe Nations 
that haye entertained amonug(t them(elyes djſ- 
| ſenfion and diviſionabaur the diverſiry of wor- 
| ſhip of God in Religion, which alwaies. hath 
proved the roct and principall meanes-of fu- 
 twredeſtruftion thar now intime while oppor- 
unity doth ſerye ſuch occaſions of 'difference 
*as doc threaten the faine defotations tothe ſtate 
wherein welive, and whereof we be a part, may 
by the wiſedome of chis high Cemrt-of Furlie- 

vent be prevented and avoyded. - 
My Loras, if Dearth and Famine bee in a 
Nation,there can benothing expected but con-

faſion as well of the rich, as of the poore, It is 
the Common Proverb, necesſity hath no law: 
There isno delaying of preſent necesfiry, 7t is 
nortto be thought that Millions of men, wo- 
mens children wil! ſtarve and periſh, ſolong as 
thereis Corn in the Landof Goſhen, or in the 
cuſtody of 7oſeph, Its therefore the deſire, my 
Lords,of the Commons, that as they have com- 
pasſionately conſidered among themſelves this 
necesfitared Petition of diftrefſed Tradeſ-men, 
and havelimited a day certaine for anſwering 
the ſame, ſo your Lordſhips would bee pleaſed 
to rakethe ſame Peticion into your conſiderati 
&0s with them, that the petirioners may at the 
rive appoinred, receive from both Honſes of 


parlizxment, ſuch anſwer from their demands,as 


may give them fall ſatisfaQtion. 
|My Lords, under favour, I am to ſpeake a 
wordor two of the meanes that have occaſio- 
ned the decay in trading, the remedies to pre- 
vent the ſamefor future time,and againe renew 
Trading, the means they conceive is princi ally 
want of dne execution of Juftice upon thoſe 
perſons that have bin the cauſers, and Authors 
rhereof,and then the remedies;due executionof 
juſtice, without any further protraion of time 
and che Enatting of ſuch wholſome-/and, good 
lawes,for the reſtriction of vice, and mainrain- 
ing of vertue;both in goverment of theChurch 
and State, as ſhall be congruent to the Word of 
. God 
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God, and the peace and 59> wn of his $Sg-- 

cred Majeſty,and all his Kingdoms, as ſhall ye 

thought meet by che wiſedome and p olicie of 
this great and Hligh Court of Perliarpent, which
